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A remarkable sight is to be seen in the Salvation Army Shelter in Stanhope Street, off Drury Lane, between two and four o'clock 
in the morning, when soup am! bread are d.stributed among - destitute wayfarers. The people wait in a " queue " in the most orderly 
way. To each in turn is given a bowl of soup and a hunch of bread. The poor people take a spoon from a basket lying on the pave- 
ment, and a pinch of salt from a bowl. The men eat their food in a side street, while the women are allowed to eat inside the build- 
ing. As the Times said, " the pauperizing tendency of a bowl of soup and a hunch of bread between two and four in the morning 
cannot be very strong:." The Salvation Army cares for 6,ooo people nightly, and assists io.cco daily. The site of the Shelter near 
the splendidly-named Kingsway is very striking. — The Sphere, 



THE industrial crisis in England has been 
severe, being made harder this winter 
by the criminal speculations in cotton, 
which prevented cotton mills from obtaining 
for a long period the necessary raw material, 
and causing wide-spread suffering among the 
laboring classes. Then the winter has been 
long and severe. 

While there always exists a class of people 
who won't work, but manage to impose upon 
charitably-inclined people and relief efforts, 
yet there is no questioning the fact that many 



a man who would have gladly worked to earn 
his bread, has been compelled to seek the 
assistance °f charities. 

We have from time to time given statistics 
of the tens of thousands of workless who 
drift into our shelters, and seek our free 
lunches, but the excellent sketch reproduced 
from The Sphere gives a more vivid idea of 
the reality of the existing poverty. 

In this country wc have had prosperity for 
some years now, and it is scarcely conceivable 



that want should exist in the case of any man 
able to work; yet the stringent winter haj 
told in some localities heavily upon the scant 
resources, and there has been more or less 
need of relief, but nothing to compare with 
the abject state of the poor in the Old Land. 

Thousands are coming to this country, and 
wc rejoice that there is land and work enough 
to give willing hands all the employment re- 
quired, as well as hold out golden chances of 
land and house of their own to those who toil 
for it.

WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC. 

Under " Occasional Notes" we read in the 
British Cry: 

The " White Slave Traffic " is vastly great- 
er than is generally believed. The voluntary 
agents of a society watching the ports and 
^lalions of arrival from the continent, have 
during eight months dealt with 2,500 girls — 
1,750 of them foreigners — who were in dan- 
ger, through being brought to this country 
under suspicious circumstances, and for im- 
moral purposes. It is hard to say how many 
girls were actnally brought into the country, 
but some idea of the extent of this pitiful 
traffic may be gathered from the fact that 
last year our Midnight Rescue Officers, work- 
ing Piccadilly, King's Cross, Aldershot, and 
Chatham, had 5,314 interviews with fall ill 
girls, and that during the same period nearly 
3,000 girls passed through our Rescue Homes. 



PUB. BOOMING IN GLASGOW. 

Our comrades at Kiiuiing Park, Glasgow, 
Scotland, make a specialty of pub booming. 
They have done a great deal of good in this 
direction. Some days ago one of the sisters 
entered a public-house and asked for the head 
barman, whom she regarded as one of her 
War Cry customers. 

Judge the Salvationist's surprise when the 
publican told her that, as a result of reading 
the War Cry, the barman had been indueed 
to leave the liquor business and take up other 
employment, where he could serve God.

If Noah had not been moved by fear of a 
predicted deluge, he never would have pre- 
pared an ark for saving himself and his house- 
hold. It is a criminal cruelty to conceal from 



the transgressor of God's law, and of God's 
tove, that' the wages of sin is death. 

There is much truth in Mr, Gladstone's 
weighty declaration that the decay of the sense 
of sin against God is one of the most- serious 
portents of these days. Preach, therefore, my 
brethren, most plainly and lovingly the guilt 
and the doom of sin, and pray that every im- 
penitent soul before you may be convicted by 
the Holy Spirit. 

Nobody is like.'y to flee to the Lord Jesus 
Christ until he or" she feels the need of Him.

Go down to the roots. When you have made 
a sinner see himself, then point him to the 
all-sufficient Redeemer, whose atoning blood 
cleanseth from all sin.. This was Peter's style 
of preaching at the time of Pentecost, when 
three thousand souls were convicted and 
converted in a single day. When you are 
preaching repentance you cannot be too 
pungent; when you are offering salvation 
through the Lord Jesus you cannot be too 
winsome and beseeching.

Without doubt, the knowledge that we are 
dealing with our Father opens the very heart 
of prayer.

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New Women^s Industrial 

Home in Demerara. 

Tlie long-projected Industrial Home for 
Women in British Guiana is now an accom- 
plished fact, as the following prces descrip- 
tion of the property and proceedings on the 
opening day will show: 

"Adelaide House," so called in honor ot 
Commissioner Cox, second in command of the 
Salvation Army institutions in England, was 
opened on Monday as an Industrial Home. 
There was a large and interested audience, 
including local clergymen and several ladies 
who have identified themselves with the in- 
auguration of the Home. A large two-storey 
house, airy, and standing in its own grounds, 

it is 

Admirably Adapted 

for the purpose for which it has been ac- 
ouired. Upstairs the Warden's bed-room and 
office are situated, also four fine rooms, con- 
taining in all twenty beds for the inmates. 
On the first storey there is a commodious, 
handsome room, which will be utilized for 
recreation and meetings, and the work-room 
adjoins it. There is ample lavatory and bath- 
room accommodation, and out-buildings, 
which will be converted into a laundry, etc. 
In all respects the Home is complete, and the 
untiring promoters of the scheme are to be 
congratulated on having come into possession 

of such a desirable iJiupcity. 

Colonel Ranch, after recalling the initial 
steps towards the establishment of the Home, 
said they had not lost by the long delays, for 
they had secured a very substantial and suit- 
able property for the work, and had also dc-

permanent value to them. They had pro- 
vided substantial and durable, though not 
elaborate, furniture, and a capable staff of 
workers. With confidence in God, confidence 
in the organization thev belonged to, and 
confidence in the public, they had high hopes 
of success in Georgetown. The work was 
primarily preventative. They would 

Not Waste Time 
or money on those who gave no reasonable 
hope of reformation, but the worst would get 
a chance, provided that they comply with the 
regulations of the institution, Personal I co- 
operation was necessary in every case. Girls 
womd be taught in the needle-room and the 
laundry -room, and general domestic work. 
Thev hope to be able to supply the public 
with good servants. The sympathy that had 
been extended to them had encouraged them 
to go on, and he had no fears for the future. 

Rev. D. J. Reynolds voiced his pleasure and 
gratification at the establishment of the in- 
stitution. He had long been convinced of 
the need that existed for it. He was glad to 
hear that the great object of the Home would 
be prevention — prevention of the terrible dis- 
tress which they as ministers, at least those 
of them who moved among the people, knew 
was prevalent among the young women. The 
lack of such a Home had 

Driven Many a Girl 
into the ways of sin and shame. It would be 
a shelter for those who longed to flee from 
the evil path. 

Rev. W. B. Ritchie said he had taken some 
little interest in the project, because he was 
one of those who recognized that an institu- 
tion of that kind was very much required in 
Georgetown. They had, unfortunately, a 
verv considerable number of women who re- 
ceived a bad home training, who may be said, 
indeed, to have no homes in the right sense 
of the word. There was a want of work for 
young women, and a need for some training, 
so that they might turn out better cooks and 
housemaids. Even 

The Government 
of the colony recognized that there was a 
special need for some place where girls could 
be trained and taugbt, and the need that ex- 
isted twelve years ago was not less to-day. 
Every right-minded member of the commun- 
ity 1111151' sympathize with the institution

opened that day. It had excellent features. 
He liked the term " industrial." It was not 
simply a house for the fallen. It is a place 
where girls, who had no means of being vir- 
tuously brought up, would be taught some- 
thing that would be useful to them.

whichever way he turned, than in the self- 
pleasing, worldly life he was living? 

He answered the question in the affirm- 
ative, and at once proceeded to act upon it. 
He set his house in order, informed his rich 
relatives of his intention, laid aside his fash- 
ionable garments, left his palace with all its 
historic and wealthy associations, and joined 
himself to a monastic Order in the Roman 
Catholic Church, whose chief business con- 
sisted in ministering to the wants and woes 
of the poor. 

A Prince's Testimony,

time in his native land, and a little while ago 
came to London, where he is now at work on 
the same business, and, I have never a doubt, 
finds plenty for hand and heart to do.

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j NOTES ON EXODUS. 

Moses' Return to Egypt. 

We find Moses still pleading his want of 
ability for fulfilling so great a purpose as re- 
vealed to him. This does not necessarily im- 
ply doubt, for Paul, and others of the pro- 
phets or apostles, had also felt and confessed 
their weakness; but it was with them, as it is 
with us, ' man's extremity is God's oppor- 
tunity." His strength is made perfect 
through our weakness. 

Not only did God assure Moses that He 
would provide an helper for him, but also 
gave him three signs that should convince the 
Egyptians that he was the representative of 
a more powerful God than they worshipped. 
The turning' of a rod into a serpent would es- 
pecially appeal to them, for it was the sig i 
of royalty in Egypt. Then the turning of the 
river into blood would be beyond gainsaying, 
for the Nile was a national god, and was 
considered to proceed from Osiris himself; 
thus Jehovah smites Egypt's life-giving god, 
who is stretched through the land a loathsome 
corpse. 

" In order to carry forward the supernatural 
work to which he was called, Moses now ap- 
pears before us armed with supernatural 
powers. This is the first instance of the kind 
that appears in Iiistory. The patriarchs had 
individual intercourse with God, and He com- 
municated with them personally, in visions, 
waking or sleeping, but they wrought n> 
miracles, for they held no mediatorial relation 
to mankind, and needed no supernatural cre- 
dentials. But now a mediatorial nation was 
to be founded which should stand supernatur- 
ally accredited before mankind, and the 
founder of this nation is, therefore, clothed 
with supernatural powers. In this respect 
the sober reserve of Scripture presents a 
striking contrast to the myths of heathenism, 
and to the legends of the ecclesiastical tradi- 
tion, which ever surround the figures of their 
heroes with a halo of miracle, brilliant in pro- 
portion to its distance. It is also especially 
noteworthy that the Scriptures furnish no 
account of a miracle wrought by man till wo 
reach the period of written history recorded 
by original witnesses. 

" The miracle is no violation or suspension 
of the laws of nature, but such a use of those 
law s as is possible only to superhuman wis- 
dom, and which, therefore, proves the pres- 
ence of superhuman influences. To attempt 
to explain a miracle is absurd, for " explan- 
ation " is simply reference to an understood 
law; but in this case the law is above the 
grasp uf the human faculties. God wurks 
ever according to law, although often the law 
is too high for man to comprehend." 

As God had promised, Aaron was instructed 
to meet Moses — "And he went and met him 
in the mount of God, and kissed him." Moses 
told Aaron all that God had said to him, and 
the signs he was to use to convince Israel 
that he was sent to be their deliverer. 

The people seem to have been oiganized 
as if they expected this deliverance to come at 
some time in the future, for Moses and Aaron 
were able to have them assembled together 
through the elders, and Moses and Aaron 
communicated their mission to their kinsmen 
in bondage. " And Aaron spake ail the words 
which the Lord had spoken unto Mosea, and 
did the signs in the midst of the people, and 
the people believed; and when they heard 
that the Lord had visited the Children of 
Israel, and that He had looked upon their 
affliction, then they lowered their heads and 
worshipped." 

An impure pleasure quickly resolves itself 
into its own hell.

OUR SACRED CHARTER. 



BOOKS OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. 

8. — Galatians. 
This epistle is one of a set on doctrinal 
subjects, which should be read together, viz., 
those to Romans, Galatians, and Hebrews, 
since they clearly define the relation of Jews 
and Gentiles to the Church of Christ, and 
form one whole treatise, each alone being in- 
complete. It has affinity also with those to 
the Corinthians, as it vindicates the writer 
against the defamation of Judaisers. 

Galatia was inhabited by hordes of northern 
Gauls, who poured down into Asia (B.C. 
300), conquered it, and settled there; but, 
being enervated by luxurious food and clim- 
ate, were p adi'rally driven inland to the cen- 
tral mountfiin fastnesses of Asia Minor. The 
people at first were barbarians; then, ming- 
ling with Greeks, became tempered by Greek 
civilization, and were finally subjugated by 
the Romans (B.C. 1S9). Enriched by th^ 
constant traffic of Armenian caravans to the 
Hellespont, many Jews settled there for 
trading purposes, and the inhabitants were 
a mixture of Scythian, Greek, Roman, and 
Hebrew. Paul traversed the country on his 
second journey. He was detained there by 
illness (Gal. iv. 13-14) and converted maiiv 
Jews and Greeks (iii. 27-28). He visited 't 
again on his third journey (Acts xxviii. 23). 
Originally worshippers of those who were no 
gods (iv. 8), they were converted to Judaism 
tiv. y), then by Paul to Christianity (iii. 1-2), 
and again relapsed into Judaism under 
teachers who came forward after his visit 
(iv. 21-31). The epistle was written from 
F.phesns, about A.D. 57, to prevent this lapse 
into Judaism. It resenihles that of the Ro- 
Tiians in the contrast therein presented be- 
tween " the righteousness of the law," and 
justification by faith. 

INSTRUCTION DRILL. 

The Head of the House. 

A very serious duty devolves upon that 
Salvation Soldier who is the responsible head 
of a family. He should feel the importance of 
his position, and how much depends upon the 
right discharge of the duties connected with 
it. ' " ; " 

Among oilier things, he must feel that lie 
is especially answerable for the temporal well- 
being of the household; that is, the mainten- 
ance of the home, and the making due pro- 
vision for supplying every member of the 
house with a sufficient supply of food, rai- 
ment, and other necessaries of life. 

This means the industrious employment o! 
whatever knowledge and ability he may pos- 
sess. He must remember that the Apostle 
says that " if any provide not for his own, and 
especially for those of his own house, he hath 
denied &he faith, and is worse than an infidel." 
— 1 Tim. v, 8. 

He must see that his own earnings, and 
those of others over whom he has influence, 
are expended in the most economical manner ; 
that, if possible, no more debts arc contracted 
than there is income to pay. There must be 
no waste of money, food, or anything else, 
and no extravagance of any kind. 

He is answerable for the maintenance oi 
discipline. Rules bearing on the welfare of 
t'.e home must be made and kept. No in- 
dividual can, with safety, be allowed to re- 
main in any home who does not strive to keep 
such rules if there be others in it who may be 
influenced by bad example. 

The head of the house is responsible for the 
home being kept cleanly and deeently, and 
for things being ordered as systematically as 
possible. 

The spirit of unworldliness, which is the 



spirit of the Salvation Army, should reign in 
every home. It should govern the fitting-up 
of it. Furniture, pictures, and all else should 
be in harmony with the Army spirit. All who 
come inside its doors should see that Salva- 
tionists live there who seek to obey God in 
all things; that His will is the law; His love 
the atmosphere ; that His friends are welcome, 
and that everything is done after that fashion 
winch seems most likely to please Him. 

As the head of the household, he is respon- 
sible for the godliness of alt.

The officer i" 
charge of the corps may well conclude: " It 
is surprising how much men and women 
know, and with the knowledge continue to 
practice folly. . Death is a certainty, no matter 
whether it comes suddenly or otherwise ; 
therefore, prepare to meet your God, for you 
must die."

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IV^-SIR WALTER RALEIGH.— (Concluded.) 
The expedition turned out budly. His sailors 
would not ascend the Orinoco unless he remained at 
the mouth to keep off the Spaniards. Those who 
ascended found a Spanish village In the way and 
lifter a sharp fight drove the Spaniards out' and 
burned the place. The mine. If It really existed, they 
never reached, and Raleigh had to return to England 
with failure on his head. He was soon arrested and 
lodged fn the Tower. 

Whether Jamea would have pardoned Halelgh ir h» 
had brought home large quantities of gold cannot 
now be aald, Coming home as he did, ho had to 
bear the blame of the attack on the Spanish village, 
which he had done nothing to avert In his orders to 
the party going up the river. He was brought before 
a eoTTiir.iEsion of the Privy Council. Notes taken of 
the proceedings have been only partially preserved, 
but It appears that there was strong evidence that 
after his failure he had attempted to Induce his 
caplalna to seize Spanish prizes, or, in other words, 
to commit what James held to be an act of piracy 
though Raleigh, with his views of the righteousness 
of fighting Spain In America, whatever the govern- 
ments In Europe might do. would doubtless have 
qualified It by another name. At last the commis- 
sion decided against him, and he was sent to ex- 
ecution formally on his old sentence at Winchester, 
In reality for having allowed his men to shed Spanish 
blood after engaging that he would not do so. He 
was executed op the 2!)Hi of October, 1C1S. His 
attitude against Spain gave him popularity at a 
tfme when the attempt of James to draw closer the 
bonds between Spain and England was repudiated 
by a great majority of the nation. 

Thus the career of that distinguished man ended, 
the one about whom nearly every child has rea.l 
something In their school-books. To the best of his 
knowledge, he evidently served well his country and 
Sovereign, but esrthly Kings do not always reward 
their subjects according to their deserts, differing in 
this respect from the Heavenly King, who takes par- 
ticular note of our snerlflces In the interests of His 
Kingdom, and who Is laying up for us a reward 
which will be eternal, If we serve Him well and 
faithfully.

Chapter XLV11I. 
THE COMMUNISTS.— A.D. 1871, 

The terms of the treaty were no sooner known, than 
all the Ill-will and distrust of the Red Republicans 
openly broke out. They declared that they were be- 
trayed; that their generals and the National Guards 
would not fight, and had sold them to the enemy; 
and that they would not give up their arms, or be 
bound by the treaty. They drew together on a 
height with their cannon, and closed the gat:s, and 
harrlended the streets again. The Government with- 
drew to Versailles, to wait for the arrival of all the 
troops who had been In captivity; nnd these Red 
Republicans did what they chose. One horrible deed 
was shooting, and that with many repeated wounds, 
two generals who had tried to maintain discipline 
In the first alege, and had thus offended them. 

A sort of Government was set up, calling itself the 
Commune — an old word for a town council governing 
Itself — and ihus the Red Republicans were known 
as the Communists. They were either newspaper 
writers, or else .workmen and mechanics; and there 
was one noble among them, quite as desperate as the 
rest. All the former pride of the first Bonaparte 
had turned Into a ferocious hatred to the very name: 
po that even the great column of the Place Vendome, 
raised In honor of his victories, was thrown down: 
and the Communists were as furious against law, 
order, property and religion as ever their grand- 
fathers In the Reign of Terror had been. They 
turned the clergy out of the churches, and the Sisters 
of Charity out of the hospitals, nnd uttered the mad- 
dest and most horrible blasphemies against all that 
was good and great. The women were equally vio- 
lent, or even more so, with the men — they sang song.? 
of liberty, and carried weapons, uttering fearful 
threats. Some of the leaders had been captured, and 
kept at Versailles; whereupon they seized upon the 
Archbishop, Monselgneur Darboy, nnd five more 
clergy — good and holy men, who had spent their 
whole lives In the endeavor to teach and help them, 
and who, all through the siege, had tolled to lessen 
the sufferings of the poor. They were thrown into 
prison; and when the Commune found that their own 
members were not released, and that Marsha! Mac- 
Mahon and the army were closely besieging Paris, 
all these good priests were brought to the prison of 
La. Kocmcttc, and there shot and hastily buried. The 
good Archbishop died with his hand uplifted, as If 
In the act of blessing his murderers. This was on 
the 24th of May, 1871. 

All France was against the madmen who had 
possession of their much-loved Paris: but the Com- 
munists held out desperately, and forced many quiet 
citizens to fight, by making their carrying arms the 
only condition of obtaining food, which, of course, 
they could not earn by honest labor, as of old. At 
last, however, the soldiers from Versailles began to 
force their way In, and then, In their final madness, 
tbe Red Republicans set fire to the city. The Hotel 
de Vllle was soon blazing, and so wag the Tulieries. 
It was said thnt Inflammable materials had been 
placed In them for this purpose, and that women 
went about throwing petroleum In at the windows of 
houses to set them on fire. 



Versailles Government, their troops, and In- 
deed all who looked on, were In a frenzy of rage and 
grief at seeing their beautiful city, the pride and 
darling of every Frenchman's heart, thus destroyed 
before their eyes. And as the soldiers slowly fought 
their way In, with cannon pointed down the streets, 
and mowing all before them, they made a most 
fearful slaughter of men nnd women alike — and, it 
may be feared, the Innocent with the guilty. Indeed, 
the very cry of " une petroleuse" was enough to 
cause a woman to be hunted down, and shot without 
further trial. There was a last stand made 
by the Communists in the great cemetery of 
Pere la Chaise, where most of them died the death 
of wolves: and large herds of captured marched off 
to prison, and exiled to Cayenne or New Caledonia. 

Thus the Red Republic was extinguished In fire and 
blood, and order was restorpd. The city was found 
to be less Injured by the fires than had been feared 
when they were seeu raging; and for the time M. 
Thiers ruled as a sort of President, and set matters 
as right as was possible in the torn and bleeding 
country. Meanwhile, the Emperor, Napoleon 111. 
died In his exile In England; and the nation began 
to consider what should be the Government of the 
future. The old parties still existed — the Legitimists, 
still loyal to Henry, Count of Chambord; the Or- 
leanlsts, wishing for a son ur grandson of Louis 
Philippe; the Bonapartists, loving the memory .of 
Napoleon III., and hoping to restore hls/'Eon; the 
Moderate Tricolored Republicans, chiefly s'eeS&ng rest 
nnd ordt-r, and now revenge upon Germany arid the 
remnant of the Communists. 

Henry, Count of Chambord, having no children, so 
that the Count of Paris, eldest grandson of Louis 
Philippe, was his right heir, there was a plan that 
the Legitimists and Orleans parties should join, and 
a proposal was made to restore the Count of Cham- 
bord as such a King as Louis Philippe was. and that

the Count of Paris should reign after him. 

But the Count of Chambord's answer was that he 
would come to his forefathers' throne If he were 
Invited, but only to reign na they did, by the riglu 
given to his family by God, not as the chosen of the 
people. He would be the moat Christian King — the 
King of France, not of the French — with the white 
flag of the Bourbons, not the tricolor — and the eldest 
Son of the Church, obedient to the Pope. 

Nobody except the old Legitimists was in a mood 
to accept this answer; and so, when the choice of a 
Government was put to the vote of the nation. It 
was decided to have a Republic, with a President, 
Instead of a monarchy; and Marshal MacMahon was 
soon after elected as President. 



RUSSIA'S REMOUNTS. 
The Government of Tobolsk, where the Siberian 
Cossack Is reared, is, says Engineering, a well- 
watered region, with something like 1,600 lakes, 
many of them of considerable size, scattered over 
the 364,580 square versts; but the population equals 
only about l}j per square mile, and many had their 
origin In the utilization of the territory as a sort of 
Botany Bay for European Russia. The people are 
still largely primitive, the ram being the unit of 
exchange in their barter system. Cattle breeding 
is extensively adopted, and it is from this source that 
the Russian army will draw most of their hors<>n. 
These animals are small and hardy, not particular 
nhout food, and cnpnhlc of enduring extreme heat 
and eold: but the load they can take, even on a 
levet road, Is only about S00 pounds. 



During the last fiscal year, $11, 826,636 worth of 
fish products was exported from Canada. A section 
of the report Is devoted to the dog fish pest, which 
caused a loss of half a million dollars In 1902 on the 
Nova Scotia coast alone. Among the expedients 
suggested for their extermination are a Government 
bounty and the liberating of hundreds of live dog 
fish with sandy streamers or jingling belts firmly 
attached to their bodies. 
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Intensification. — It has been pointed out that the 
best thing to do with an under-exposed negative is 
to destroy It, as it is Impossible for it to yield a 
pleasing print. An over-exposed plate, however, full 
of delicate detail, but with little or no density, can 
often be saved by the process of Intensification. No 
hctter definition of this process could be given than 
this: "Any method of increasing the opacity of the 
developed Image to the chemically-active rays, either 
by changing its color or rendering the deposit thick- 
er, is technically called ' Intensifying a negative' 
nnd the agents nsed are called ' Intenslflers.'" To 

Intensify correctly — except In a few special cases 

the density of every part of the negative must be 
Increased proportionately, 

.There are many methods of intensifying negative; 
to each of which some objection might reasonably 
be made. Experimenting photographers might do 
a great work, by concentrating their attention on 
this very important branch of the art which is f-i- 
from being Ideal at present. It Is very Questionaljl* 
lndeed whether a negative which has nnderogne In- 
tensification will stand the test of time. The tw> 
principal methods are known as "silver Intensifies . 
tlon." and "mercury Intensification." Tbe first 
however, Is a very delicate operation, and unless the' 
greatest care is exercised throughout, failure will 
be the Inevitable result. The one recommended 
therefore, to the beginner Is the "mercury intensi- 
fler." ' 

One great advantage of the mercury process K 
that either the negative can Be Intensified Immed- 
iately after the Hnal washing, subsequent to "fixa- 
tion, or It can be done to a negative which has been 
snored away some time. The negative In either eas-> 
l.ioviuns to treatment should be thoroughly washed, 
and afterwards allowed to soak for an hour or so 
in a vessel of water In whleh a little alum has hoc'. 
Previously dissolved. 

It is not generally known among amateurs thai 
a faded negative that has once been Inlensified bv 
mercury can, as a rule, be brought back to lis orig- 
inal density by performing again Ihn process nf 
intensification by the same method. The following 
formula Is to he recommended: 

Bichloride of mereurv, 1 oz.- water 10 nz This 
quantity of water will "notdissolve all' the niercurv. 
The residue, however, should he allowed to remain 
in the hottle, and more water added as the solution 
decreases through unavoidable waste. After the 
negative has heen most effectively washed, allowed 
lo soak In the weak alum solution recommended 
'}™ vc - /\ nii "Rain re-washed, place In a shallow dish 
(Mni-slrlo upwards), and poun over sufficient ■'mer- 
cury solution "to cover the plate. In a few seconds 
the negative will blench, When the film is perfccllv 
while All over, lake the negative out of the hnlli 
and subject it to a thorough washing. The solution 
may he poured back Into the hottle for future use 

Hoar in mind that the permanency nf the negative 
depends in a great measure on the thoroughness of 
lic washing When this Is complete the negative 
lias to be placed In a solution of ammonia, tli— 
strength of which must ho varied according to the

" Looking for me?" echoes a prodigal 
heart hidden among the crowd in the top 
gallery. 

" Troubled with the business, bereaved in 
the home, bewildered in your life, anxious in 
your heart, oh, backsliding sheep, do you 
not know that the sorrow is the Shepherd's 
crook seeking to bring you back." 

"Seeking to bring noe hack?" goes on the 
echo, this time beating out its answer beneath 
an irreproachable coat in the dress circle. 

So the truth speeds home, so the Spirit fans 
the flame the words of inspiration have lit. 
No wonder the time passes as on wings. We 
arc sitting with the flock around the Shep- 
herd's feet, and the lessons of His ineffable 
sacrifice and deathless love make mellow our 
hearts and tender our feelings, while the 
world of longing in the filling eyes of lost 
sheep betray them all over the hall. From in

Five young Chinese students at Vancouver 
went sailing, and are supposed to be drowned. 

Breaking ice swept away the bridge, erected 
at a cost of $21,000, which spanned the Moir.i 
River, near Belleville. 

The dam at Rideati Lake was partially car- 
ried away by ice, and the town of Smith's 
Falls was seriously flooded. 

The Grand Trunk authorities intend making 
their new station at Brautford the finest on 
l lie system, according to an announcement. 

Judge Winchester sentenced guilty Toronto 
election officials, the D. R. O's, to two years, 
less one day, and the poll clerks to one year 
each in the Central Prison. 

Floods at Tweed carried away a railway 
bridge and caused a lot of other damage. 

A pioneer trader, of Telegraph Creek, B.C., 
lias arrived at Victoria, B.C., with specimens 
of gold from the latest field, the Nahaani 
River, near the junction of the Laird and 
Dease Rivers, B.C. The discovery of gold 
was made by John Morrow two years ago. 
Recently Morrow sent an Indian to try the 
river beds, not thinking there was much in 
it. The Indian, who had done placer mining 
in Cassiar, made a rude sluice box and 
shovelled in some dirt. In an hour he got a 
big handful, which he brought out to Tele- 
graph Creek. Hyland purchased it at seven- 
teen dollars an ounce, and experts pronounce 
it eiiual to anything ever found in the North- 
west. The Indian said there is an unlimited 
quantity of the stuff where he was sluicing. 
The news has caused a stampede all over the 
north. Miners are rushing from all quarters 
to the new fields, although the ice and snow 
are heavy on the ground and on the water. 
ITyland and his party have already staked 
out claims. The new field is easily reached 
from Telegraph Creek. 

U. S. Siftingjs. 

Although it was announced that the strike 
at the American Can Company's plant in 
Chicago had been settled, the rioting around 
the place has since been fiercer than at any 
time. One man, John Nicoll, was killed by a 
bullet fired from a train upon which a number 
of non-union men were being taken back tu 
the city after work. The fighting began early 
in the morning, when 300 Greeks, who have 
been employed during the strike, attempted 
to come to the factory. They were attacked 
by union pickets with stones and clubs. A 
shot from the crowd aroused the Giceka to 
fury. Those of the number who had entered 
the factory came pouring out, armed with 
knives and revolvers, and attempted to attack 
the union men, who were assaulting those 
Greeks who had not yet reached the gateway. 
The police, after a desperate struggle, man- 
aged to keep the two bodies of men apart. In 
this fight a number of men were battered, 
two men being seriously hurt. At night when 
the 300 Greeks ieft the plant they were at- 
tacked by a mob fully 1,000 strong, and pelted 
with stones, sticks, and bottles. After the 
Greeks reached their train it is said someone 
fired a revolver, killing Nicoll. 



At St. Louis, United States Senator Burton 
was sentenced to six months' imprisonment 
for unlawfully using his Senatorial influence 
with the Postofrice Department. 

A large majority was recorded in favor of 
the municipal ownership of the Chicago street 
railways. 

An unusual number of suicides, at least 
half of them due to despondency because of 
inability to secure employment, were reported 
to the New York police in one day. Three of 
the six victims chose carbolic acid, one chose 
death by shooting, another by hanging, and 
the sixth accomplished his purpose by turning 
on the gas. The most youthful suicide was 
Eva Pocker, a seventeen-year-old Brookliu 
school-girl, who drank carbolic acid after 
reading a letter, and the oldest, Jacob Reiliam, 
65, of 59 169II1 Street, who had been ill with 
rheumatism, and whose body was found 
hanging in his lodgings. The body of another 
suicide, a woman who had ended her life two 
weeks ago by inhaling chloroform, was found 
in a house on East 35th street. A note said 
the woman was so deeply hi debt that she 
saw no hope. The other suicides reported 
were James Kinney, fireman, who lost his 
work through drink ; Samuel Levy, no work, 
carbolic acid; Egisto Bertone, stone-cutter, 
shooting, no work; J. Bender, a crayon artist, 
gas. 

The Census Bureau issued a bulletin which 
gives the estimated population of the United 
States for 1903, exclusive of Alaska and the 
insular possessions of the United States, as 
79,900,389. This is an increase of 3,905,814 
since the census of 1900. The estimates show 
populations in the chief cities as follows: — 
Xew York, 3,716,139 ; Chicago, 1,873,880 ; 
Philadelphia, 1,367,716 ; St. Louis has just 
passed and Boston has almost reached the 
600,000 mark; Baltimore, 531,313; Cleveland, 
414,950 ; Cincinnati, 332,934 ; San Francisco, 
355,919; Pittsburg, 345,043; Detroit, Milwau- 
kee, and New Orleans have just passed the 
300,000 mark, and Washington is close to that 
figure. Considered by States, New York 
leads in population, with more than seven 
and a half million. 

Seven persons were killed, a score fatally 
hurt, and thirty seriously injured in a street 
car accident at Santa Barbara, Cal. The car 
ran away on a steep grade and jumped the 
track. The dead were all Santa Barbara 
residents. Among the injured were Mrs. 
Julius Kruttscbnitt, wife of the Traffic Direct- 
or and Vice-President of the Southern Pacific 
Railway, and Mrs. Early, an eastern woman, 
whose address is unknown. 

The report of the United States Department 
of Agriculture shows that on April 1st the 
condition of winter wheat and rye was below 
the average of the previous ten years. 

Seventeen members of a Syracuse, N.Y., 
funeral party aboard a trolley car were in- 
jured to-day when the car jumped the tracks. 
Tile widow had two ribs broken, but insisted 
on going to the cemetery before seeing a phy- 
sician. 

What is believed to be the greatest pro- 
ducing oil well in Ohio has been struck near 
Upper Sandusky. 




British Briefs. 

A Brussels despatch says King Edward's 
proposals for peace are favorably viewed by 
the Czar. 

Colonel Younghusband expects to sign ,1 
treaty with the Thibetans, by which further 
bloodshed will be averted. 

The British punitive expedition operating 
against the Okpoto tribe oi natives in Nigeria 
lost four men killed and forty-eight wounded 
in the fighting recently, when the Okpotos 
fought their way into the midst of the British 
square. The Okpotos continue to resist the 
British expedition. The head of Captain 
O'Riordan, one of the British officers prev- 
iously killed, has been recovered, as well as 
some of the guns lost, when his patrol was 
cut up in December last, with the loss of 
two officers and forty or fifty native troops 
killed. ' 

A return just issued shows that in a!! Aus- 
tralia one million of population has been lost 
during the last forty years. One reason for 
the decay is attributed to restrictive regula- 
tions on trade designed to abolish compet- 
ition. 

The British Board of Trade returns for 
March show an increase in imports of $8,87(1,- 
ooo, and a deerease in exports oi $1,840,500. 



International Items. 

At Copenhagen King Christian of Denmark- 
celebrated his eighty-sixth birthday. 

An earthquake in Macedonia kiiled and in- 
jured many people and destroyed 1,600 
houses. * 

King Alfonso, replying to a message from 
President Diaz of Mexico, denied the reported 
attempt to assassinate him. 

The treaty settling matters of dispute be- 
tween r ranee and Britain in Newfoundland, 
Egypt, Morocco, West Africa, the New He- 
brides, and Madagascar was signed in Lon- 
don. 

The State Council at Berne, Switzerland, 
unanimously passed a bill making the glori- 
fication of anarchist crimes punishable by 
imprisonment. 

Addressing a deputation of Jews, the Rus- 
sian Minister of the Interior said the Jewish 
race were murderers and revolutionaries. 

A German force in southwest Africa lost 
thirty-two killed and eleven wounded in .1 
battle in which the Hereros rebels were re- 
pulsed. 

The Mexican Light & Power Company, 
composed of Canadians, in order to obtain a 
necessary reservoir in Puebla Stato, moved 
and rebuilt an entire town, which was re- 
named Canadita. 

Negotiations are being conducted between 
Russia and Britain, with the aid of France, 
for a settlement of outstanding differences. 

The Russian Government is meeting op- 
position to attempts to introduce reforms 
among the aboriginal tribes of I he Trans- 
baikalia districts. 

Premier Combes' order to remove crucifixes 
and other religious emblems from the court 
houses is causing agitation in Paris and 
throughout the Provinces. The workmen 
decline to take down the sacred images. 

It is reported that a recent decision of 
Emperor William, who was selected as ar- 
biter, averted war betwcui Austria and Italy. 

At Amiens, France, a number of rioleis 
were fatally wounded by troops. 

The suit brought at Paris to prevent the 
transfer of the Panama Canal Co's rights to 
the United States was decided in favor of the 
company. 

In the French Chamber of Deputies the bill 
suppressing teaching by religious orders car- 
ried by a majority of forty-seven. 

Cotton spinners in Britain, France, and 
Belgium, are trying to combine to fight Amer- 
ican speculation in raw cotton by restricting 
the output of manufactured goods.

Consumption. 

Treatment.— The first Item In considering the 
truatmeiil of consumption la naturally the possibility 
or preventing or escaping It. Unquestionably the 
best protection against consumption, as against so 
many other diseases, consistent in maintaining the 
highest possible standard of health; diet, air, exercise, 
and elothlng should all be carefully attended to, not 
enly In a general way. but also In detail. The food 
<»f patients Inclined to consumption should be nutri- 
tious, easily digestible, and generous in quantity and 
quality, It is a mistake to prescribe definite rules 
lor the guidance of the appetite in such ease. Many 
jjeopje make a hobby of insisting upon Just so 
many ounces or bread and meat per day. The only 
valuahle rule consists In permitting and encouraging 
the patient to eat such food, and in such quantity 
ay he desires; his own experience will teach him to 
avoid such articles as he cannot readily digest. In 
Sialic cases. It Is true, It will be especially desirable 
that tlie diet should Include meats and milk; in 
nearly all, core should be taken that butter, cream, 
and other fatty matters should be Included in the 
dirt. The object Is always to Becure the best possible 
nutrition; It will rarely, If ever, happen that the pa- 
tient incurs harm by over-eating. 

Another most Important Item Is fresh air, espec- 
ially If talten out doors. It Is perhaps Impossible to 
over-estimate the benefit to be derived from out- 
door exercise. Dr. Flint, of New York, some years 
ago. reported the history of sixty-two eases which 
had fallen under his own observation, in which the 
disease was arrested. After discussing these cases 
In detnll, h e remarks: "In twenty of those eases the 
arrest toolt place under hygienic measures, without 
medical treatment. In these cases the most Import- 
ant point related to change of habit as regards ex- 
erolce and outdoor life. In many cases the change 
consisted in relinquishing sedentary callings for other 
pursuits, In order to carry out more effectually the 
desired reformation. I am well satisfied that there 
Is the foundation for the successful management of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. I would rank exercise and 
outdoor life tar above any known remedies for the 
cure of the disease. There are grounds for believing 
that the advantage of a change of climate mainly 
consists In Its being- n chiingn or hnhitH as regnrds 
exercise nnd outdoor life." It Is scarcely necessary 
to remark that exercise Is rarely beneficial If taken 
merely as exercise, and without the charm of 
amusement or Interest to engago the attention. The 
same remark applies to the different plans recom- 
mended for Inflating the chest. TllU3 wo are told 
that much benefit Is to he derived from the habit of 



slowly expanding the chest, and as slowly permitting 
the nir to escape, tills exercise being repeated moiu- 
h:£ and evening. Doubtless much might be done by 
such measures, were they persevered in; yet, be- 
cause performed merely as a hygienic measure, they 
v. ill be rarely followed out faithfully. In most In- 
stances the best plan is to give up the usual employ- 
ment entirely, and to devote the time to the restora- 
tion of health by engaging solely in such out-door 
occupations as secure amusement and entertainment 
as well as physical exercise. 

A most important point for such patients as seem 
pre-dlsposed to the disease Is the care to avoid 
taking cold; that Is, to avoid wetting the feet, 
draughts of air, and sudden changes of temperature. 
This does not, of course, mean that the patient 
should be confined to the house; for, when properly 
protected by worm clothing, he Is much better In 
the open-air than In the house. Indeed, many pa- 
tients have gone to California and the Sierras, into 
localities where the temperature waa uniform, 
though not too warm, and have here spent months 
In the open air, sleeping at night with no other pro- 
tection than LhaL of a tuiii. In many parts of our 
country, however, where the climate Is subject to 
sudden changes, It 13 advisable for the patient to be 
within the reach of shelter at all times. In such 
places especially it is desirable tbat warm clothing 
should be worn throughout the year; either woollen 
or silk goods nmy oe worn next the skin, reinforced 
In colder weather by a garment of buckskin or 
chamois leather. Such clothing should be worn not 
simply around the cbest, but over the entire body, 
from neck to ankles. Another measure, which Is 
often useful In hardening the Individual. Is cold 
bathing, a sponge bath being taken every night and 
morning. This should not, however, be Insisted 
upon If If be manifestly n severe test nf the patient's 
endurance. 

So soon as It becomes apparent that the individual 
Is acquiring consumption, no means should be neg- 
lected which can possibly coutrlhute to the arrest ot 
the disease. One of the most Important of these 
means Is unciuesfionnhly residence In a climate 
which Is not subject to sudden changes of temper- 
ature It Is doubtless true that a change of resid- 
ence contributes In many ways to the Improvement 
of the Individual's health, sinee, under the circum- 
stances, lie is very apt to devote himself to the 
care of his physical condition, and to employ his 
lime In milrlnnr amusements and exercise. Vet, 
making due allowance for the vt>hie of these meas- 
ures, there remains considerable Importance to be 
attached to the climate Itself. Much attention has 
been devoted to this subject, and the relative worth 
of numerous localities and of various climates has 
been the suhjeet of eloso observation and study. 
Several popular errors in regard to this subject have 



been corrected: among these are Ihe Idea, which is 
even to-day quite prevalent, that a warm climate 
was absolutely essential for Improving the con- 
sumptive's eonditlon. Upon Ibis subject Altkens 
says: "It was long a prevalent belief that consump- 
tion was limited to latitude, anil that It never ap- 
pealed in warm countries — for instance, southe of the 
Mediterranean. But this Is proved not to be tin 
case, for the returns of the army, prepared by the 
above writer, have shown that consumption is more 
freauent in the West Indies than even In Kngland- 
a statement first made by Sir James Clark In his 
work on climate, In illustration of the injurious 
effeets of that climate on consumptive patients sem. 
there from tills country.
